A HORRIBLE MURDER. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Orrawa. Ont., Aug. 1L.—One of the most hor- 
ribie murders known in the annals of Ottawa 8 
history was committed last night in Mount Sner- 
wood, a southern suburb of the city. 
The tragedy was enacted about 2 o'clock 
this morning, but nothing was known of 
the bloody work until about 7 
o'clock, when the disfigured body was discov- 
ered on the roadside just outside the city limits 
by a farmer on his way to market. The partic- 
ulars are as follows: For some time past James 
Wetherall, aged 70 years, a widower, and Mar- 
garet Dougherty, a widow, aged 50, bad been 
keeping company with each other. The out- 
come uf the intimacy being an amour which was 
legalized last night at the residence of a Mrs. 
Cooper, where the widow had been visiting, by 
Mr. White, Presbyterian min- 
ister © at Rochesterville. ben it was 
ascertained that the nuptial knot 
had been tied the small boys of the place gath- 
ered together, and, armed with pots, paps, 
horns, etc., calculated to produce discordant 
sounds, begun to demonstrate. They kept 
up a perfect pandemonium for several hours, 
after which the leader confronted the aged 
bridegroom and demanded a dollar. He com- 
plied, and, after being treated, the crowd dis- 
persed at about 9:45. Everything remained 
quiet for a while, and the happy couple con- 
gratulated themselves at being let off so easily. 
About 10:30, however, a number of grown-up 
roughbs, hearing of the success of the boys, made 
a demand for $2. This was refused, and the 
charivari began in real earnest again, lasting 
until 2‘o’clock this morning, during which time 
stones were freely thrown. At 2:10 o'clock the 
bride says two men broke in the door and de- 
manded $2. Her husband told them to leave 
instantly or he would strike them with a stick 
which he deld in his hand. They laugbed at 
him, and said they were bound to Hold the 
fort” until tbe 
ing. At this Wetherall raised the stick 
and struck one of them over the 
shoulders. They both left, and the old man fol- 
iowed them. Nothing more was seen of him 
until this morning. when his lifeless form was 
icked up by the farmera short distance from 
Mrs. Coopers house on another street. Coroner 
Kobetaillé was immediately notified, and had 
the body removed toasuitable place, where a 
jury was empanecled. Death is supposed to 
have been produced by a wound on the head 
back of the left ear, caused by a blow from @ 
stick or stone. The affair has created great ex- 
citement in the suburbs., and is the general 
topic of conversation in the city. The city po- 
lice are working up the case. No arrests huve 
as yet been made, but it is more — 
that the two young men will be in custody be- 
fore long. 
KNIGHTS OF MACCABEES.

This injunction was obtained 
from C. Fefruson to-day, and was served 
atl p. m., so that any business which may have 
been executed is legal. The whole represcnta- 
tion of the seceders only numbered cighteen 
ersous, most of whom are personal friends of 
MecGloghion’s.

M. East, representing 
the Supreme Tent, waited upon those 
assem bied in Albert Hall to-night, 
and McGiogblon stated that he intended to have 
notbing whatever to do with the proceedings. 

His 
supporters also filed out of the building, and a 
procession wasthen formed by the Toronto 
Maocabers, who are adherents of 
the Supreme Tent, and procerded 
aloug King aud Lounge streets.

DISCOURAGING OUTLOOK. 


The Crops Almost an Entire Failure in 
Southern 
the People of Egypt Will Be Obliged to 
Subsist Mainly on County Funds Dur- 
Ing the Next Wear. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 1L.—It has been gen- 
erally understood that Southern Lilinois has suf- 
fered from an unusually protracted drought, 
but for some reason little or nothing except an 
occasional allusion to the fact has been pub- 
lished, and the public has had no 
idea or appreciation of the true 

state of affairs. Senator John R. 

Tanner, of Louisville, Clay County, one of the 

prominent men of Southern Litinois, — al- 

ways well posted in everything relating the 
interests of Egypt, arrived in the city 
to-day, and paints a gloomy picture of 
the condition of affairs in that section. 

In an interview with Tun TRIBUNE 

correspondent, Senator Tauuer said that he had 

receatly visited the Counties of Fayette, Marion, 

Jeitferson, Hamilton, Gallatin, Wayne, Edwards. 

Wabash, Waite, Lawrence, Richland, Ciay, Jas- 

per, Crawford, and Effingham, and could speak 

from personal knowledge as to the situation 
in those counties, but the entire 
southern portuon of the State south 
of the line of the St. Louis, Vandalia & Terre 

Ilaute Railroad is similarly affected. Senator 

Tanner, after expressing surprise that so lite 

had been said about the appalling condition of 

Southern Illinois, said that even the people liv- 

ing there did not begin to appreciate their sit - 

uation. Continuing, he said that they had 
been enjoying good crops, and had been living 
comfortably without apprebending a total loss 
of all their means of subsistence. They had sold 
off their surplus cora or fed it out 
to hogs, and, as a rule, were depending 
almost entirely upon this year’s crop for 
subsistence. Now, there are many fine farms 
of 200 acres or more from the products of which 
not a dollar will be realized this year. Being ia- 
terragaied as to the effect of the drougbt upon 
the diferent crops, the Senator replied that 
in the territory he had described 
and in portions of some of the 
counties north of the Vandalia Road there had 
not been a drop of rain since June 30,—a period 
of forty-three days. During this time 
the heat had been very oppressive, the 
thermometer ranging from 90 up as high 
as Ib. with only occasional exceptions. The 
highest point was reached on Monday and Tucs- 
day of this week, when for several hours each 
day a hot wind prevailed that wiited every 
species of vegetation, even the leaves on the 
trees being crisped. The oldest settiers say 
that the heat and drougut this season 
have been unprecedented, being much worse 
than in the famous dry year of 1454, when there 
was a good wheat aud oat crop and plenty of 
prairie grass. Judging frum bis personal ob- 
servation and the reports he has received from 
others, Senator Tanner estimates that the yield 
of wheat in the territory already mentioned does 
not exceed three to five busbels an acre,—about 
aquarter of an average yield.—and of poor 
quality.

In addition to this, the parched 
condition of the grass and stubble results in 
numerous fires, and large sections of country 
adjoining the main line and branches of the 
Ohio & Mississippi Road have been burned over. 
Being asked what the effect upon the people of 
these unexpected calamities would be, the Sen-

In 
the Senator's opinion one-tifth of the 
population will have to be supported 
by the counties until the next harvest. Fe of 
them realize this as yet, because each man, 
while knowing that he is short, expects to ob- 
tain help from his neighbors as heretofore, but 
will tind most of his neighbors are no better off 
than himself.

SECRETARY WINDOM’S LETTER: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 8.—George Marsiland, 
Esy., Corresponding Secretary American Bank- 
ers’ Association, Niagara Falls, N.'¥.—Six: I 
have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
ot June 0, 1881, inviting me to be present at 
the annual Convention of your Association to 
be held at Niagara Falls the 10th, IIth. and 
Inth insts., and to give to the Convention 
a sketch ot the funding operations of the 
Government since the incoming of the 
present Administration. I regret that circum- 
stances will not permit me to accept your invi- 
tation to be present, and, as the tunding opera- 
tions to which yom refer are not quite complet- 
ed, no precise stafemeut of the transactions can 
yet be given. It may be stated, however, that 
when i entered upon the duties of my present 
position, in March last. I found that, of the bond- 
ed indevtedness of the Government, there were 
of 5 per cent bonds, redeemabie at the option of 
the Government after May 1, 181. the amount 
of $469,320,650, of which the amount of $146,101,- 
900 was represented by coupon-bonds; and of 6 
per cent bonds, redeemable at the option of the 
Government after Juiy 1, 1881. the amountof 
$202,265,559, of which $45,401,000 were represent- 
ed by coupon- bonds. Only the coupons for the 
quarterly interest failing due May 1. 1881. ro- 
mained upon the coupon 5 per cents, and none 
upon the coupon 6 per cents, the semi-annual 
interest on which would fall due on July 1, 1881. 

TUE REFUNDING ACT 

by which it was proposed to retire all of these 
bonds, and to issue therefor bonds bearing a 
lower rate of interest, with several years to run

DEPOSITORS. 

The average number of depositors in 629 sav- 
ings banks in the year 1880 was 2,335,582, and the 
average amount of each deposit was $350.71. 
Later statistics, recently received from the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, show that the 
average deposits of the savings banks for the 
year ending May 30, 1881. were $881,000,000, 
which, at the above average, would make the 
total number of depositors more n 2,500, 
These deposits were chiefly held by heads of 
families, composed, on an average, of not less 
than tive persons; so that it is probable that 
there were at least 12,500,000 persons directly in- 
terested in these funds. 

The National and State banks and vate 
bankers now bold at least $1,628,000,000 of depos- 
its, and these deposits ure, as you know, often 
transferred by check from one depositor to an- 
other, and it is therefore reasonable to estimate 
that a number of persons, equal at least to one- 
half of the population of the country, are direct- 
ly or indirectly interested in the deposits of its 
National or other banks and bankers. 

DISTRIBUTION OF LOANS. 

Fora numbor of years past the public has 
been informed how much of the aggregate 
loans, held by the National Banks in the large 
cities, consisted of indorsed and unindorsed 
paper, of cali or demand loans, and of loans 
upon real estate; and last year, for the first 
time, full tables were given, show the amount 
of investments in United States bonds, not only 
by the National Banks, but by the State and 
suvings banks. and private bankers also. The 
amount was distributed as follows: To Na- 
tional banks, $43,000,000; savings banks, 8189. 
000.00; State banks, $25,000,000; and private 
bankers, $14,000,000; total, $631,000,000, which is 
fully equal to two-fifths of the present interest- 
pearing funded debt of the United States. 
DISTRIBUTION OF LOANS OF BANK OF 

4 FRANCE. 

Two years ago — report of the Bank of 
France contained, as it had done during some 
previous years, some interesting and curious 
statisticsin reference to its loans. The total 
number of pieces of paper discounted during 
the years 1379 was 8,071,505, of which 4,169,202 
were payable at its ninety different branches, 
and 3,002,213 at the bank in Paris. The.average 
amount of each bill discounted at Paris was 
$17L80, and the average of the number was 
$180, and the probable average of the discounts 
exceeding $20 was about $231. Seven thousand 
eight bundred and forty-two of the pieces of 
paper discounted in Paris were for $2 (10 
francs) or less; 302,845 were for amounts varying 
from $2.20 to $10 (or 11 to 50 francs); and 
23.262 were for amounts from $10 to $24 
(51 to 100 francs). More than two-thirds 

the whole number were, however, 
in notes above 100 francs, or $20 each. 
In other words, the Bank of France, which 
most people suppose deals only in large trans- 
actions, discounted during the year 1,023,917 dif- 
ferent pieces of paper, of amounts less than 
S220 — The whole amount of these small 
loans was about $16,000,000, while the remain- 
der, aggregating $456,000,000,. consisted of 
2.378.204 of promissory notes or bills of 
exchange. By correspondence with the 
(Consul-General io Paris, the Hon. 
George Walker, well known to many persons 
hore, it was ascertained that these bills were re- 
ceived by the Bank of France from baukers 
who kept accounts with it. These bankers re- 
ceived them from small brokers, who had in 
turn discounted them tor the humbier classes 
of artisans, known as makers of “ Articles de 
Paris.“ These bilis are presented to the bank 
for discount, with accompanying schedules. 
The greater part of them are bills of exchange, 
and are drawn by small manufacturers. The 
report of the bank, in commenting upon these 
small bills, says: 

“You will observe, gentlemen, that this num- 
ber of small trade bills, below 100 france, which 
was Only 395,508 in 1877, reached in 1878 the num- 
ber or 1.054.381. There are, again, this year as 
many as 1,023,919; and from this you will be able 
to judge of the extent of the service which the 
bank renders to the commerce of Paris.“ 
DISTRIBUTION OF LOANS OF NATIONAL 

BANKS. 

Acting upon this hint, obtained from the 
Bank of France, circulars were issued to tbe 
National banks, asking them to furuish similar 
information rewarding the notes and bills dis- 
counted, beld by them on Oct. 2, 180%. The total

Assuming 
the number of loans to be the same now as in 
the tables, the average time of the loans to be 
Ssixiy das each, and that the banks hold con- 
tinually the same amount, then the number of 
discounts made during the year would be nearly 
6,000,000, and the total discounts more than 
$5,000,000,000, which is $120 annually for each 
inbabitant of the country, $840 for each voter, 
and $600 foreach family in the country. The 
number of notes and bills of $100 or less was 
nearly one-third of the whole; the number of 
less than $500 each was 547,38, or considerably 
more than two-thirds of the whole; while the 
number of bills of less than $1,000 was 642,765, 
which was more than three-fourths of the 
whole amount. There were, however, more 
than 12.000 pieces of paper in amounts over 
$10,000, of which the banks in New York City, 
Boston, Philadelphia., and Chicago beid more 
than oue- half, although such notes were found 
in the banks of every State except Florida. 
Demand loans of from $100,000 to $300,000 are 
frequently tound in New York. 

The small pieces ot paper, corresponding to 
the small trade bills of the City of Paris, which 
ure in part received by sewiug-machine com- 
panies, manufacturers of biltiard-tables, pianos, 
and farming implements, in monthly payments 
ou articles sold by them, are usually received by 
the bankers in this country as collateral security 
for loans, and are forwarded by them for colleo- 
uon. 

While the average of all the loans made by the 
banks was $1,082.59, the average amount in the 
large cities varied from $3,962 in New York City, 
to $1,007 in Louisville; whilethe average amount 
of the loans in the different States, exclusive of 
the large cities. varied from $882 in Georgia, 
where there were but tew banks, to $375 in lowa, 
$355 in Kansas, and $350 in West Virginia. if, 
from this data as a basis, an estimate were to be 
made of the aggregate loans of the National 
banks, State banks, and private bankers of the 
country, the number of discounts during the 
year would appear to be about 8,500,000; from 
which it is fair to infer, as was found in the case 
of the deposits, that not less than one-half of 
the population of the country are directly in- 
terested in these negotiations. 

DISTRIBUTION OF COIN AND PAPER CUR- 
RENCY. 

Perhaps the most interesting feature of the 
banking of the present time is the distribution 
ot the paper mouey and coin of the country.

The people throughout the coun every- 
where ask for paper, and the banks find di 
culty in supplying the demand, and a like ditti- 
culty in inducing their dealers to accept coin in 
payment. 

he Clearing-House vault in New York is full 
to overflowing. Ou Nov. II. 1879, the amount of 
balances, in gold coin, paid to and received 
from the Clearing-House, $8,300,000, weighed 
about fifteen and a half tons; and on the 2d of 
last month the Clearing-House banks received 
from the Assistant Treasurer $4,960,000, weigh- 
ing a little more than eight tons. The Assist- 
ant Treasurer in New York pays to the banks 
daily an average of a ton and a halt of coin, 
which form of payment isa relic of barbarism 
that could be easily remedied by legislation 
authorizing the issue of a sufficient amount of 
certificates receivable for customs. Even the 
preference of the Treasury itself for 21 
money was 80 great that it is only recently that 
the banks have been permitted to redeem their 
circutation at the Treasury in the gold coin of 
the Constitution... 

It was gpposed that after the war famine of 
seven years the people, who had hardly seen a 
gold coin duripg that period, would weicome 
back the yellow metal with eager hands. But 
the habits of the people are stronger than the 
love of gold, and convertible paper currency is 
preferred. 

I do not propose at the present time to discuss 
the question of the amount of convertible paper 
currency required for the business of the coun- 
try, but I should be glad to see the coin go more 
generally into circulation, for there is danger 
that the use of paper, issued so exclusively, may 
lead many — 1M to believe that National- bauk 
notes and legal tenders are real money, instead 
of simply promises to pay money on demand. 
There is danger that such conclusions, formed 
from the habit of receiving and paying promises 
—to pay—as money, will again tead to over is- 
sues of inconvertibie money if an occasion shall 
arise, in preference to raising the necessary rev- 
enue by some orm of taxation; and such a 
course would certainly involye new and enor- 
mous losses to the country and the people. 


INVESTMENTS OF THE BANKS AND THEIR 
DEPOSITS NEARLY EQUAL. 


The deposits of the banks and bankers of the 
United States, including savings banks, were, in 
May, 1881, about $2.510,000,000; and if the aggre- 
gate loans of the National and State banks be 
compared with their deposits, it will be fonnd 
that they do not very largely differ. In other 
words, the commercial banks, in the ag 


gregate, . 
loan or invest in some way their deposits, re- 


serving an amount about equal to their capital 
for ivestment in real estate, which they may be 
obliged to take in the settlement of debts and 
for banking purposes, and for expense and sus- 
nse accounts, and for the reserve and working 
und of the bank. 

The savings tanks have little or no capital 
but during the year ending May 31. 1881, had 
average deposits amounting to $881,855,898. They 
hold less than 5 per cent of their deposits, in- 
cluding their bank balances, as a reserve, ac- 
cording to their last statements, and the re- 
mainder is represented by loans and other 
forms of investment, while their surplus and 
undivided profits and other minor liabilities, 
amounting in November last :o about $62,000,000, 
were represented by real estate and other minor 
assets. ’ 

The bills receivable and other investments of 
the commercial banks and private bankers, to- 
gether with the loans upon real estate and other 
investments of the savings banks, had amounted, 
in 1880, according to my estimates, to more than 
$2,200,000,000, which was also about the amount 
of their deposits at that time. These two items, 
—one of them constituting a resource and the 
other a liability of the banks.—with our almost 
universal system of checks and bank accounts, 
form the basis of almost every business transac- 
tion. 

REPRESENTATIVE MONEY. 

Checks, certificates of deposit, and drafts or 
bilis of exchange, which, of iate years, have 
been somewnaat incorrectly termed “repre- 
sentative money,” are the most important and 


more than 1,600 State and saving; banks in this 
country, chietly incorporated under State laws, 
which do not issue such notes. But checks and 
drafts are aimost generally indispensable as 
capital or deposits to the successful conduct of 
the business of banking. 

How largely such checks and drafts and cer- 
tificates are used in this and other countries is 
not known; for there are no published statistics 
upon this subject, except those contained in the 
transactions of the Clearing-House. The total 
amount of transactions at the New York Clear- 
ing-House in 1880 was more thau $37,000,000,000, 
and the amount of balances paid in money was 
more than $1,500,000,000. The average daily ex- 
changes were more than $121,000,000, while the 
average daily balances paid in money were but 
$4,900,000, or only 41-10 per cent of the amount 
of the settlements. 

The transactions of the London Clearing- 
House, which is the oldest establishment of this 
kind in the world, are large, and the balances 
are settled by check on the Bank of England, 
without the handling of money; while those of 
the Paris Clearing-House are comparatively 
small. An article by D. P. Bailey, in the Bank- 
ers’ Magazine for June of the present year, 
gives some interesting information upon the 
* Clearing-House system.” He states that 
there are twenty-six Clearing-Houses in the 
United States, representing 364 banks, and hav- 
ing a capital of nearly $245,000,000 (244.981.686) 
and surplus of nearly $92,000,000 (691.913.746). 
The capital represented in these Clearing- 
Houses is equal to about 38 per cent of the bank- 

capital of the United States.“ 

he ratio of balances paid in money to the 
Clearing- Houses in several cities for a series of 
years are given as follows: Boston, 11.8 per 
cent; Philadelphia, 9; St. Louis, 20; Cincinnati, 
14.5; New Orleans, 11.2; Milwaukee and Pitts- 
burg, 18. 

In Gen. Garfield’s noted speech on resump- 
tion, delivered in the House ot Representatives 
on Nov. 16, 1877, he said: In 1871, when I was 
Chairman of the Committeeon Banking and 
Currency, Iasked the Controller of the Cur- 
rency to issue an order naming fifty-two banks 
which were to make an analysisof theirreceipts, 
I selected three groups; the first was the city 
banks. The second consisted of banks in cities 
of the size of Toledo and Dayton, in the State of 
Ohio. In the third group, if | may coin a word, 
selected the countriest banks, the smallest 
that could be found, at points away from rail- 
roads and telegraphs. 

The order was that those banks should anal- 


| yze all their receipts for six consecutive days, 


putting into one list all that can be cailed cash, 
either coin, greenbacks, bank-noteg or coupons, 
and into the other list all drafts, ks or com- 
mercial bills. What was the result? During 
those six days $150,000,000 were received over 
the counters of the fifty-two banks; and of that 
amount, $19,370,000—12 per cent only was in cash, 
—and 88 per cent of that vast amount, represent- 
ing every grade of business, was in checks, 
drafts, and commercial bilis.”’ 


PROPORTION OF COIN, PAPER MCNEY, AND 

CHECKS USED BY THE NATIONAL BANKS, 

I have already referred to the circular letter 
recently issued to the National banks asking for 
special statements showing the receipts and 
payments by them on the 80th of June last. in 
that letter it was stated that similar informa- 
tion would also be requested for some subse- 
quent date. This circular will be issued in Sep- 
tember next, when I hope to receive responses 
from all the banks, for 1 feel assured that in no 


official way can we so surely wratify the Presi- 7 


dent as by completing in this year the work 
which he commenced ten years ago. 

Responses to this circular were received from 
1,966 of the 2,106 National banks to which it was 


sent. including all the banks in the sixteen re- 


serve cities, and leavi 140 associations only 
from which the desired information was nut ob- 
tained. 

The total receipts of these 1,966 banks on June 
30 last were $284,714,017. Ot this amount there 
were $1,864,105 in gold coin, $440,997 in silver 
coin, and $11,554,747 in paper money; the re- 
mainder, amounting to $270,854.165 being in 
checks and drafts, including $9,582,500 of Clear- 
ing-House certificates. The goid coin equaled 
0.65 of 1 per cent of the total receipts; the silver 
coin was 0.16 of I per cent; the paper money 4.6 
per cent; while the checks and drafts consti- 
tuted 91.77 per cent of the whole amouut; or in- 
cluding the Clearing-House certificates, they 
were equal to G. I per cent. In other words, the 
total percentage of coin and paper money was 
4.87 only, and of checks and drafts 95.15. 

The receipts of the forty-eight National-banks 
in New York City were $167,437.759, of which 
$460,993.67 was in gold coin, $15,996.% in silver 
coin, and 81.706.601. 00 in paper money; the re- 
maining $165,254,164 being in checks and drafts, 
including nearly $3,835,500 in Ciearing-House 
certificates. 1 

The receipts of the 187 banks in the fifteen re- 
serve cities exclusive of New York were $77,- 
100,705, of which $581,070 was in gold, $114,435 in 
silver, 83.631.710 in paper money, and $72,773,450 
in checks and drafts, including $5,747,000 of goid 
Clearing-House certificates. : 

The total receipts of the remaining banks, 
1,731 in number, were $40,175,542, of which 8822. 
04! was in gold coin, $310,326 in silver coin, $6,- 
216,435 in paper money, and $32,826,562 in checks 
and crafts.

M r. Wright’s paper was as follows: 

California has furnished more gold 
more silver than all the other States Terri 
tories in the Union combined. Withous 
this output of the precious metals the 
credit of the Government could never 
have been sustained, as it has been 
during the past twenty years. of unprecedented 
trials. The builion product of the Pacitic Coast 
is the Superstructure that has carried the coun- 


try safely through its terrible ordeal, and placed 
the banking interest on its present sate and 
prosperous foundation 

California is one of the very few States in 
which the organic law prohibits the issuance of 
paper money. Finaucial intercourse, both do- 
mestic and foreign, has always been carried on 
a gold-coin basis. The legal- tender of the Gov- 
ernment never found favor here until it was 
made redeemable in coin. So op have 
we been to paper money not convertible 
directly into coin that a special act of 
Congress was necessary to the introduction of 
National banks in this State. They were al- 
lowed to issue only 80 per cent of the par value 
of the bonds deposited to secure circulation. 
and to redeem their notes in gold coin, while the 
National currency banks of the Atlantic States 
are permitted to issue 90 per cent, and to re- 
deem their notes in coin or greenbacks. 

Upon the resumption of specie payments by 
the Government in January, 1879, the First Na- 
tional Gold Bank of Stockton, with a capital of 
$300,000, reorganized as a Nutional currency 
bank. All the other gold note banks would 
have undoubtediy followed the example 
of the Stockton Bank if the managers 
had considered the advantages of a change 
full compensation for the trouble involved. 
Recently two or three small currency banks 
have been organized in the interior of the State, 
but the system has not made as much progress 
as was expected. , : 

How long the present anomalous banking sys- 
tem is to preva‘! in this State it is difficult tosay. 
But for the introduction of the silver question 
in 1877, it is likely that more of our State banks 
would have gone under the National Bank law, 
or given place to new organizations of that 
character. There is no reason why we should 
longer adhere so closely to metallic currency. 
The same system of banking that prevails in 
New York, Massachusetts, and Pennsyivania' 
ought to prevail here, and must ere long. We 
struggled along for years without a Clea 
House, on account of supposed local jealousies 
and business rivalries. But that institution has 
uow become an indispensable tixture. 

Our commercial banks no longer parade! 
capitals. it does not pay. At one time the Ne- 
vada Bank, with its capital of $10,000,000, led the 
country. It has now a capital of $3,000,000 and 4 
reserve fund of 51.000, 000. This reverse ore. 
der of things is not common but it pays 
in these days of tax-eating problems, if the 
reserve fund be invested in United States bonds. 
The capital of the Bank of California is now 

3,000,000, These are the largest paid-up bank 
capitals in the State. Among the National 
banks, the First National Bank, with its capital 
of $1,500,000, takes the lead. The capital of ail 
the other State banks is from $1,000,000 down to 
$50,000. There is about $35,000,000 of incorpo- 
rated bank capital in the State, exclusive of that 
under the National bank system, and a

THE Boers are once more in ee | of 
their country, the retrocession of the Trans- 
vaal having been formally effected, and their 
Government has issued a circular announ- 
cing the establishment of the South African 
Republic. The terms of the convention be- 
tween the English Commissioners and the 
Boer representatives show, however, that 
the new Republic does not rest upon the 
same basis as its predecessor. It is agreed tliat 
the Imperial and the Boer Governments shall 
pay for the damages caused by their respect- 
ive troops during the recent war, and that 
British imports shall be received as from the 
“most favored nation.” <A British Resident 
is also to be received, with duties similar to 
Religious liberty 
and the abolition of slavery are also guaran- 
teed. As theslavery question was one of the 
prominent causes of the late war, this con- 
cession is an important one. The release 
of the Boers from British rule, however, 
does not give much satisfaction in England, 
though the criticism is more sentimental 
than otherwise, and grows principally out of 
the reason that peace was made with the 
Boers after they had inflicted a serious de- 
feat upon English Arms, and when reinforce- 
ments were on the way which would have 
promptly retrieved the defeat, and in all 
probability have completely overrun the 
Transvaal.

Tue Popes of Rome have been from time 
immemorial the defenders of constituted 
authority. They have rendered to Cresar the 
things that were Cesar’s, and it has some- 
times seemed to their most devoted children 
that they have accorded to Cwsar things that 
were not his by any valid title. The bull at- 
tributed to Pope Adrian by which Henry LI. 
was empowered to seize Ireland has long 
been a subject of dispute between the Na- 
tionalist and British parties. On the one 
hand, it has been maintained that the bull in 
question foreclosed all Roman Catholic op- 
position to British rule in Ireland; and, on 
the other, it has been ‘affirmed that the bull 
is a rank forgery. The Irish Roman Cath- 
olies have not generally been willing to avail 
themselves of the easiest avenue of escape 
from their dilema by denyirg the authority 
of any ee power whatsocver to dispose 
of a cohntry which it never owned. That is 
the true answer to all arguments relating to 
Papal bulls about Ireland. The Pope 
has not and never had by right any temporal 
jurisdiction over Ireland. Lis dominion was 
purely spiritual, and Adrian’s bull handing 
Ireland over to Henry II. was of no account, 
if it was real. The genuineness of Adrian’s 
bull is not, however, a matter of much mo- 


| ment, since it has been found that John 


XXII. issued one of similar import. <A cor- 
respondent of Tre Timex has unearthed 
in the Publie Library of this city, among the 


national manuscripts of Ireland, a fac-simile © 


of this bull, a translation of which was 
printed in our issue of yesterday. Pope 
John directed the Archbishops of Dublin 
and Cashel and the Dean of Dublin to dis- 
courage all resistance in Ireland to the 
authority of the then King of England, Ed- 
ward II. The prelates addressed were au— 
thorized and directed in cases of contumacy 
and continued rebellion to excommunicate 
the «disobedient ones. This bull, which 
was issued in 1517, was more important 
than that of Adrian, inasmuch as it 
had an immediate political effect. Edward 
Bruce, of Scotland, had then invaded the 
North of Ireland, and had called upon the 
Irish people to rally around his standard. 
They were eager to do 30, but were restrained 
by the authority and influence of the Church, 


and the consequence was that Bruce was | 
driven ont of Ireland. It 


defeated and 
ought to require no argument to show that 
the Popes have been the ablest defenders of 
British rule in Ireland for at least six cent- 
uries. Examples of interference from 
Rome on behalf of English authority are so 
many and some of them so recent that argu- 
ment on this point is impossible. A state- 
ment of the reasons for this interference 
would occupy too much space and perhaps 
not be agreed to on all sides as correct. But 
it is evident that love of the British charac- 
ter and methods of government is not one 
of those reasons.

THE BARBED-WIRE NON OPOLY IN IOWA. 

Tur Tum has on several occasions re- 
ported the progress made iu the struggle be- 
tween Washburn, Moen & Co., of Worcester, 
Mass., and the farmers of lowa and other 
Western States over the question of barbed 
wire tor fences. The present state of the 
case in Iowa is about as follows: 

Last year the Washburn Company brought 
suit before the United States District 
Court of Northern Illinois against cer- 
tain manufacturers to restrain them from 
making barbed wire, the claim being that 
they were infringing the patents of the Com- 
pany. That case was decided by Judge 
Blodgett of the Court in this district in 
favor of the monopoly. The farmers of 
Iowa, however, did not accept this decision 
as conclusive, and they formed a defensive 
Organization. They did not believe the 
patents held by the Washburn Com- 
pany covered ail the barbed. wire 
manufactured. The farmers’ society there- 
upon purchased an outstanding patent and 
established works for the manufacture of 
barbed wire under that patent. Washburn 
has, however, applied to the United States 

oOurt of Iowa for an injunction to restrain 
the association from making or selling any 
wire under that patent. This application will 
be decided at the October meeting of the 
Court. 

The financial difference to consumers in- 
volved in the decision of this case is that the 
lowa association offers to furnish the barbed 
wire to consumers at six and one-half cents 
per pound, while the Washburn Company 
stipulated in all its licenses to sell that the 
wire shall not be sold at less than 10 cents 
per pound. As one ton of barbed wire will 
make two miles of three-strand fence, the 
difference in the cost of a fence is $55 per 
mile. In 1880 the Washburn Company sold 
40,000 tons of wire, or equal to 80,000 miles 
of fence, for which $1,400,000 above a@ fair 
price was collected of the farmers. 


This claim for a monopoly is whoily di- 


vested of all meritorious consideration, and 
the claimants have no warrant to ask any 
rewafd for invention. They purchased a 
patent granted for an improvement on an 
old and well-known invention, and under 
that patent no fence was ever constructed. 
In the meantime scores of other patents were 
issued, each for an improvement, and the 
Washburn Company purchased several of 
these patents, and then by a trick, which, 
however legal, isa dishonesty tolerated by 
our. patent laws, ‘surrendered all these 
patents and took out a new and consolidated 
one covering all of them. The result was 
that a monopoly was created, and the Wash- 
burn Company, which never invented any- 
thing, was able to apply the screws to all the 
manufacturers of barbed wire in the country, 
and was able to bring them to terms. It was 
stated last winter that a royalty of one-half 
acent per pound would bean ample and a 
most profitable compensation for the use of 
the patent. We have seen that the wire can 
be produced and sold protitably at six and a 
half cents per pound, while the Washburn 
Company will not permit its wire to be sold 
at less than 10 cents per pound. 

The State of lowa, as our correspondent 
stated in his letter published yesterday, is 
flooded with pamphlets addressed to the peo- 
ple of that State, setting forth the high and 
meritorious claims of American inventors, 
and the justice and honesty of rewarding and 
compensating American genius by paying it 
a small pittance for its inventions. Of course 
this is all trash, and will deceive no one, but 
the same pamphlet also warns the people 
that the Courts will certainly defend the as- 
signees against all attempts tosteal the prop- 
erty of the men who have invented (0 this 
great boon to the farmers. The legal opin- 
ions of the attorneys ot the Company are 
also given to show that this monopoly is im- 
movable and must be endured, and the find- 
— of the Lilinois Court is cited as conclu- 
sive. 

The farmers’ association of lowa is doing 
the eountry a great service. The amount at 
stake is immense. There are not less than 
1,500,000 owners of farms personally and 


divectly interested in this question. The 


cost of wooden fences is so great that 
| is largely abandoned. The price 
n | 
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er, and board fences are a luxury be- 
yond the reach of thousands of farmers. 
The wire fence is by all means the most 
serviceable, the most durable, and the cheap- 
est, but that by no means justifies the making 
of it a monopoly, nor does it warrant any 
manin using it for purposes of extortion, 
A patent was only designed to secure to the 
inventor.a reasonable compensation for his 
invention, and when a patent is used for any 
purpose beyond this, and for extortion, it be- 
comes a public burden entitled to no more 
legal protection than any other intolerable op- 
pression. The farmers of all the Northwestern 
States are directly interested in this ques- 
tion, and they will cordially sustain the 
farmers of Iowa in their resort to all proper 
legal measures to test this important issue. 
The people of the South and Southwest, as 
well as of the Eastern States, will in due 
time find the advisability, for economical 
reasons, Of adopting the barbed-wire fence 
exclusively. The difference of $70 per ton 
of wire, when the consumption for fencing 
will average perhaps 400,000 tons per annum 
for the next twenty years, is one which will 
appeal to the interests of the whole country. 

The Iowa farmers propose to prosecute 
their appeal from this monopoly in the high- 
est Court in the land. They believe thata 
strained construction has been put on the 
Court. They 
will ask an authoritative decision whether a 
monopoly, obtained through a trick or skill- 
ful dodge under the patent laws, shall be 
tolerated to the oppression of the whole 
country year after year, and whether, even if 
the monopoly be confirmed, there is not some 
limit to the exactions that can be demanded 
by those who control it.

HARTMANN’S BDER CASE. 

The reply which Secretary Blaine made to 
the attorney of Hartmann, the Russian mur- 
derer who passed a few days in this country 
on his way to Canada, was dignified and 
proper. He simply took the ground that no- 
body had the right to ask the Government 
what it would do in a hypothetical case, and 
that he, as Secretary of State, would violate 
all propriety in saying now what the course 
of the Government would be in case Hart- 
mahn’s extradition were asked by the Rus- 
sian Government at a time when the mur- 
derér was within American jurisdiction, just 
asa Judge of the Supreme Court would be 
derelict of duty in saying in advance what 
his decision would be if Hartmann, when 
arrested, should apply te him for release un- 
der the Habeas-Corpus act. This was a fit- 
ting answer to an impertinent question. 

At the same time, there ought not to be 
any doubt that the American Government, 
upon the formal demand of the Russian Gov- 
ernment, would deliver Hartmann to be 
triet for murders he committed if he were 
within tus territory of the United States. 
Extradition is nota matter of treaty alone; 
it is fully recognized by international law. 
Ilartmann is a confessed murderer, and 
there shoula be no asylum for murderers on 
the face of the earth. Ile did not assasinate 
the Czar, but in an attempt to do so he blew 
up a train of cars and slaugftered mauy 
people. He Knew that many persons would 
meet death as a result of his mine at Mos- 
cow, whether the Czar were gmong the num- 
ber or not, and he deliberately and malicious- 
ly proceeded with the work. It was a devil- 
ish piece of business, withaut any extenu- 
ation which war affords, and without any 
political bearing so faras Harimann’s vie- 
tims were concerned. The American people 
have no desire to shield such a villain trom 
the punishment which ought to be visited 


upon him. 


Guiteau’s crime suggests a parallel which 
will bring the case home to every American 
citizen. Suppose Guiteau, instead of shoot- 
ing at the President, had constructed a mine 
under the railroad track near the Baltimore 
& Ohio depot, and ¢xploded a bomb of nitro- 
glycerine under the train which he supposed 
the President would take on the morning of 
July 2. Suppose the President had not taken 
that train, or had been in a rear car and es- 
ecaped the explosion, but that forty or fifty 
other persons had been killed by Guiteau’s 
mine. Suppose, then, Guiteau had escaped 
and made his way to Russia, and there boast- 
act and purpose. Does any 
one doubt that the Russian Govern- 
ment would deliver up such a mau to Amer- 
ican authorities, to be tried for murder, 
upon proper applicauon’ Under sueh eir— 
cumstances Guiteat would have been sent 
back to America in chains by the most ex- 
The American Govern- 
ment could not do less in the case of Lart- 
mann, which is precisely like the hypothet- 
ieal case we have stated. 

Hartmann, by his own confession, is a 
monster. Any 
work to the destruction of hundreds of hu- 
man beings, with a conjectural end of reach- 
ing some particular person, is a fiend whom 
the world would be well rid of, and it is pre- 
posterous to expect any sympathy for such 
a creature among any civilized people. This 
is a case with which politics has no connee- 
tion. 


THE AVENGERS ON GUIITEAO’S TRACK. 

Guiteau seems to have reconsidered his 
purpose to apply for release on bail, if, in- 
deed, he actually contemplated such a course. 
It is probably well for him that he has deter- 
mined not to push the impertinent demand, 
and his abandonment of the project is proba-

the moment he should be deprived of the 
protection of the jail and the soldiers who 
guard it. 

There is no doubt that there are manz men 
in this country who have intlexibly deter- 
mined to kill Guiteau if he shall be set at 
liberty. There is at least one such man In 
Chicago. He is a cool, resolute, determined 
fellow. Ile is not a fanatic, but aman of 
good sense and sound mind. He has delib- 
erately come to the firm conviction that it is 
his duty to rid the world of Guiteau 
whenever the latter shall be turned 
loose. Ile says that he does not feel any 
responsibility in the case so long as Guiteau 
shall be in the hands of the taw,—whether 
he be in jail, in the Penitentiary, or the in- 
sane asylum. But themoment Guiteau shall 
be turned loose, whether temporarily or 
permanently, this man proposes to follow 
him, find him, and kill him, if he shall be 
anywhere within the boundaries of the 
United States. The avenger swears that 
Guiteau shali not be safe on the street, 
in the cars, in a hotel, or in church, 
or at his home, if he has any, nor 
in any place where another may reach 
him. There is not the slightest doubt that 
this Chicagoan is in fearful earnest about

the matter, —as earnest and determined as 


Guiteau himself was in his purpose to assasi- 
nate the President. 

It is not likely that the case we cite is an 
exceptional one. It js probable that nearly 
every community in this country con- 
tains some such man. It grows out 
of the same spirit which prompted 
Capt. Cook to slap the mouth of 
the miserable whelp who expressed the hope 
that the President would not recover. The 
conviction is almost universal that the laws 
of this country are seriously defective in 
failing to provide adequate punishment for 
an assault on the Chief Magistrate of the 
Nation. Guiteau’s shot was an assauit upon 
the Government, and in the nature of trea- 
son. It ought to de punished as such; but

existing law. If the President recover, and 
Giiteau be treated merely as if he had made 
an assault with a deadly weapon upon the 
first-comer,—perhaps admitted to bail, al- 
lowed to escape, or sentenced to imprison- 
ment for a year or two,—the treatment, so far 
from acting as a deterrent against future at- 
tempts of a similar character, will rather en- 
courage other villains to similar attempts 
who want to get rid of some President who 
has refused them offices or offended some 
political faction. 

Lut there is another feature to the case. 
Even if the President shall recover from his 
wound, it will be after along term of sick- 
neck, suffering, and anxiety, and nearly 
everybody feels.that the scoundrel who has 
maliciously caused all this trouble should 
not be let off with a punishment such as 
would be dealt out to some poor devil who 
had stolen a ham or leg of mutton to keep 
his family from starving. Itis probably this 
feeling which prompts the avengers to swear 
judgment upon the head of the assasin. 
And it is pretty certain that any man who 
should constitute himself Guiteau’s execu- 


tioner would not be punished any more than 


if he were to shoot down a wolf prowling 
about the crowded streets of a city, and but 
few men would seek to stay the hand of 
such an avenger.

Tux report of the Census Bureau on the 
anthracite coal productions of Pennsylvania 
contains some interesting facts. The number 
of coliferies has been increased from 225 in 1870, 
to 273 in 1880. The average number of men em- 
ployed by each colliery has increased from 25 to 
250, or only 6.4 per cent, while the average prod- 
uct has gone up from 68,320 to 100,488 tons, or 45 
percent. Theactual output was about two- 
thirds of the possible output; that is to say, the 
mines have been worked up to about two-thirds 
of their capacity with the present force em- 
ployed. The New York Post further summarizes 
the report thus: 

The value of the output was 26.86 per cent of 
the capital. The total merchantable product 
was 27,433,329 tons, valued at the mines at $1.47 
per ton. in 1870 the product was stated as 
15,506,257 tons, showing an increase of 75.9 per 
cent. Owing to the decreased price of coal, how- 
ever, the value of the product has increased but 
5.25 per cent. This difference in price is, on the 
other hand,in large part accounted for by the 
depreciation of the currency in 1870. In the cen- 
sus year there were employed at the collieries 
68.239 bands, of whom 28.7 per cent were miners, 
69.5 were laborers above ground, and 1.8 com- 
prised the administrative force. The total wa 
paid were $21,680,120. The average yearly in- 
come $f each man was $359.08, and bis average 
monthly income $42.33. On an average, the em- 
ployés worked 70.69 per cent of the year, while 
28. Ney per cent was lost by stoppages, and only 
0.72 per cent by strikes. The last item shows 
that the relations between employers and em- 
ployés are much more harmonious than hereto- 
fore. The increase of force employed over 1870 

—2.04 per cent—consists largely of boys under 
16 years of age ai work above — 

The coal lands which are ed as being 
worked amount to 164,852 acres, valued at $102,- 
614.844—an average valuation of $622.47 per acre. 
Of the total number, 13,862 acres are reported as 
having been worked over; the lower seams of 
coal, however, even in this area have not yet 
been touched. Anadditional area of 53,385 acres 
of coal land is held in reserve by the companies. 
On the extremely conservative supposition that 
only 27 per cent of the contents of the anthracite 
coalfield can be mined and marketed, it is esti- 
mated that the production of anthracite after 
1580 will reach 4,000,640,000 net tons before the 
field is exhausted.

What of it? Our esteemed contemporary is 
not, perhaps, trying to prove that because the 
Secretary of State is an officer eutirely unknown 
to the Constitution”’ there is no Secretary of 
State. Itisclear that the framers of the Con- 
stitution contempiated the creation of such an 
Office by law as the President was authorized 
to require the written opinions of the princi- 
pal officers in each of the Executive Depart- 
ments,“ and * Congress may by law vest Use ap- 
pointment of infcrior oficers in the beads of 
Departments.“ One of the first laws, if not the 
very first, passed by Congress under the Cossti- 
tution created the oflice of Secretary of State, 
which antedates all the ocher Cabinet oftices,— 
a fact not generally known. The Secretary 
of State, by virtue of seuterity, is therefore 
in one sense the bead of the Cabinet: and, aside 
from necessity, custom kas made bim so. IIe is 
given the custody of the great seal; when the 
President or Vice-President resigns, the resigna- 
tion is sent to the Secretary of State: he notifies 
the Governors of a vacancy in the Presidential 
office; and from a great variety of his duties it is 
evident that he was regarded by the founders 
of the Republic as standing next to the President 
in the active adininistration of the Government. 
Mr. Blaine, therefore, has become “virtually” 
the head of the Governmeut during the iliness 
of the President and the recess of Congress., be- 
cause he was entitled to become so. He has 
performed ali the duties of the oflice which it 
was possible for any otker person than the 
President to ee and bas done them well.

THE exact truth cohcerning the disturb- 
ances at the late funeral of Pope Pius LX. is 
not yet fully known. One correspondent main- 
tains that the riot was instigated by authorities 
in the Church, with the view of proving that the 
present Pope's voluntary seclusion is a measure 
of precaution and common prudence. Others 
allege that the disgraceful attack upon-the pro- 
cession was caused by the imprudence of the 
persons having it in charge, who managed to 
have it exceed the stipulated proportions by en- 
listing avast army of torchbearers, estimated 
to number 6.000.

*prother, Cardinal Pecci, were opposed to any 
unusual demonstrations, and the former had 
given strict orders that the carriages in the pro- 
cession should not exceed a limited number.

longed to the noblest families in Rome. The 
‘procession was a disgraceful riot. The hearse

THE nettionsaitt of the . dispute 
between Chili and the Argentine Republic is a 
subject for congratulation, not only to the 
countries immediately concerned, but to the 
whole American family of vations. Patagonia is 
comparatively worthless territory, but the por- 
tion of iteastot the Andes on the Atlantic 
Slope was coveted by the Argentine Republic 
for grazing grounds, while Chili desired posses- 
sion of the Straits of MageMan and at least one 
Atiantic seaport, hoping thereby to increase ber 
maritime importance, The terms of settiement 
virtually concede the claims of both nations. 
The Argentine Republic is given all east of the 
Andes, with the exception of a narrow strip of 
territory and a seaport in the extreme southern 
part of the continent. Chili has Western Pata- 
gonia, the straits, and that portion of the main- 
land soutb of a line run from Virgin's Cape at the 
eastern cntrance of the straits to the Andes. 


The Argentine Kepublic, however, resumes its, 
Andes line on the Island ot Terra del Fuego, 


which is divided between the two. countries. 
The straits will be neutralized and deciared 
free to all nations. This understanding has 
been promoted by, and is said to be chiefly due 
to, the good offices of the American Ministers.

AN attempt ‘will be made at the next ses- 
sion of Congress to secure the passage of a new 
bankruptey law. Such laws have usually been 
adopted in seasons of great business depression, 
and bave proved to be unsatisfactory when the 
commercial conditions bave changed. It is 
thougat that a law enacted when trade is 
prosperous, or at least ‘normal, will work 
to better purpose. Mr. D. C. Robbins, Chairman 
of the New York Chamber of Commerce Com- 
mittee on the subject, 
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pensated by fixed salaries instead of fees; that 
the powers of the shopld be increased; 
that the amount of indebtedness required to 
authorize voluntary proceedings should be at 
least $1,000; that composition settlements should 
not be allowed to take the discharge of the bank- 
rupt out of the control of the Court, nor without 
the consent of a majority of the creditors in 
number and three-fourths in value; and that the 
discretionary power of thé Court relating to the 
granting of discharges should be greatly en- 
larged. These modifications are important, and 
should receive the careful attention of Congress. 
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THERE is a curious sugar-bounty law in 
force in New Jersey. According to a correspond- 
ent of the New York Tribune, the last Legisia- 
ture passed a law which gives a bounty of ont 
cent for every pound of sugar made from beets 
or sorghum raised in the State, and 81 a ton for 
the sorghum cane from which the sugar is 
manufactured. It was represented by the gen- 
tlemen who were so eager to sweeten things 
generally, and more particularly to develop 
the resources of the State in this saccharine 
direction, that the machinery for sugar-miils 
was expensive, and the industry needed this en- 
couragement. The tounty was therefore voted 
for five years. Now, inasmuch asa fertile acre 
will yield from fifteen to twenty tons of cane, it 
will be seen that anything like a prevalent de- 
sire to develop the sugar industry will drain the 
Treasury very dry. The returns have not yet 
come in, but it is possible that the developers, 
before the State gets rid of them, will cost the 
taxpayers enough to support an Experiment 
Station fora quarter of a century at least. 


Ir the Republicans of Mississippi should 
nominate a State ticket headed by ex-Gov. Al- 
corn they might yet make the canvass interest- 
ing.

Rev. John Hill Burton, historian and biog- 
rapher, is dead. 

Ile was born at Aberdeen, Scotland, Ang. 
23, 1809. — His father, an officer in the Ninety- 
fourth Bristol Regiment, died while the fut- 
ure historian was still young. He studied 
at Mareschal College, where he took the de- 
gree of M. A. He was, after having com- 
pleted his education, apprenticed toa legal 
practitioner in his native city, and became 
an advocate at the Scottish Barin 1881. Fail- 
ing to obtain much practice, he devoted him- 
self tothe study of history and political 
economy, contributed to the Westminster 
Rewew and Edinburg Review in 1838 and 
thereafter for many yearc. He contributed 
many choice sketches to Blackwood’s Mag- 
azine, wrote a biography of 
David Hume, the “Lives of Simon, 
Lord Lovat, and Duncan Forbes of Cullo- 
den,” “ Political and Social Economy,” nar- 
ratives from the criminal! trials in Scotland, 
a history of Scotland, and The Book-Hunt- 
er.” In 1854 he was appointed Secretary of 
the Prison Board of Scotland. He collected 
the judicial statistics of Scotland in 1868, and 
was in that year made Historiographer Royal 
by the Queen.

THE LANDERMAN MURDER.

IN BRITISH PRISONS. 


Seven Kears a Convict—Horrible Ex- 
periences of John McGuire, 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 

There is at present in this city a man named 
John McGuire, who served seven years in con- 
flaement in English prisons for desertion 
from the Royal army. Last evening he re- 
lated his experience to an Hngquirer ro- 
porter. The details of his terrible career 
sound more like a horrible romance than the 
truth. Though comparatively a young man, 
he looks already very much aged. His face 
has a wild, z hunted look, and his once raven 
black hairis now entirely gray. He is a large, 
powerfully-built fellow, and physically would 
be a tough customer to handle. McGuire was in 
the English army stationed in Ireland in 185%. 
He deserted at the City of Kilkenny, 
recaptured at Liverpool, 
just as he was about to start on a vessel 
for America. He was at this time but 


was sentenced to 168 days’ confinement in Ar- 
born Hill Prison, in Dublin. Here he had his 
first little taste of English prison life. The first 
seven days of his incarceration he was without 
a bed, during which time he was in solitary 
coafinement. It was a common occurrence 
for prisoners to be terribly flogged every 
morning. After his liberation McGuire 
was sent with his regiment, Battery B. 
Second Brigade, Royal Horse Artillery, to Gib- 
raltar, where be remained four months. From 
there he was transferred to Halitax. Nova 
Scotia. There McGuire, not proliting by his 
former experience, with fourteen others laid a 
lan to desert and escape to the United States, 
ut, as before, he was caught when just about 
to embark. He, with his companions, were 
locked up, and, after several weeks, were tried by 
a military court-martial, presided over by Gen. 
Dovie, and all were sentenced to imprisonment 
for from seven to fifteen years’ penal servitude 
on Spyke Island. the most notoriously horrivie 
of English prisons. MeGuire receiven ten years 
as his dose for desertion. The men were first 
transported to Mount Joy Prison, Dublia, where 
they passed continement on probation for from 
two to twelve months. While here McGuire 
became acquainted with O'’Donovan-lossa 
and otner prominent Fenian prisoners. Rossa

THE ENGLISH HARVEST. 


Statement of tne Condition of 
Wheat and Other Crops. 
London Spectator, July . 

The extremely critical position of farmers 
and landowners, after three successive years 
of loss, has given rise to a more than com- 
mon degree of anxiety as to the results of 
the present harvest. and, consequently we 
have more than the usual number of reports 
on harvest prospects in the agricultural and 
county papers; so that we are able to forma 
better estimate of the condition of the crops 
than is commonly to be made at this time of 
the year. ‘There are also other circumstances 
which render a fair approximate valuation of

the crops more easy than it usuallyis. In 


the first place, there isa remarkable approach 
to unanimity in the reports from the differ- 
ent districts of England; secondly, we have 
an uncommon assuranee that as the crops are 
now. so they will be when they fall before 
the scythe or the reaping-macliine, the reason 
of which we shall presently explain; and 
lastly, there is neither fungoid nor other dis- 
ease in our cereals of any sufficient conse- 
quence to complicate our estimates, 

Taking England alone, we find the reports 
on the wheat crop from Northumberland to 
Cornwall and from Monmouthshire to Essex 
to be remarkably similar io their genera! tenor. 
Of course there are particular farms and even 
single parishes which form exception to the 
general rule, but so far as we have seen there is 
not a single county in which there is not the 
promise of a fair average yicid of wheat. Ihe 
crop is not stout, still less heavy, but it is only 
in rare instances very thiu. Short, healthy, 
bright-colored straw, just about thick enough 
to be beyond danger of lodging aftera heavy 
rain, with weli-set ears of moderate size,—this 
may be said to be the grenerai report of the Eu- 
giish wheat crop. Of fungoid injury there was 
never less, and although injurious insects have 
been reported to be very abundant in gardens, 
we have heard nothing of injury to wheat until 
a week ago, when there were some complaints 
of the prevalence of red maggot. This mis- 
chievous pest is always to be found more or less 
in wheat. The scorching drought which recent- 
ly prevailed prematurely ripened wheat on 
gravelly soils; but on the heavy land, on 
which great bulk of our wheat 
crop is grown, the hot sunshine has 
been beneficial. In 1868 we had a 
longer drought, though the heat was not so in- 
tense; atid it is well known that 1868 was one of 
the best wheat years on record. This year noth- 
ing like the great crop of 1868 is possible, simply 
because wheat is not nearly so thick on the 
ground, and the ears are not so large; but, in 
spite of the injury done by the drought on light 
lund, and the possible prevalence of red maggot, 
we have reason to feel confidence in securing an 
average yield of wheat. There will be few 
great crops, and still fewer failures; respectable 
mediocrity will be the order of the day, 
and that means an average yield. Quality 
—a very important element—must be excel- 
lent, if we get a fine harvest. The 
bright iden color of our wheat- 
fields, so different from the dirty yellow or rusty 
brown that we have been used to lately, is alone 
sufficient to show this. And it must be borue in 
mind that quality is of greater importance to 
the English farmer now thau it was in old times, 
the great modera intiux of fine-quality wheat, 
grown in more sunny climes than ours, render- 
ing bis wheat, when coarse or damp, a drug in 
the market. We need scarcely add that, for the 
consumer, wheat of fine quality, from which 
alone the sweetest and most nourishing bread 
can be made, is of no little importance. 
™Of the bariey crop the reports are nearly as 

armonious as those of wheat. Early barley is 
very promising, being just about as stout as it 
could be to stana. 
nearly so good, and the drought did them 
great injury. Indeed, the barley crop 
as a whole, being more grown than 
wheat on light soils, is more injured by drought. 
Fortunately, the dry, hot weather did not come 
before the greater portion of the barley crop 
was well out in ear and nearly out of danger. 
The refreshing rains of the past week will have 
repaired any injury which early bariey sustained 
from the drought,and must have gone far to 
help late crops on to a satisfactory maturity. 

e oat crop is the least promising of the 
cereale, and in the eastern, western, and mid- 
laud counties it is decidedly deficient. One may 
ride for miles without seeing a single good picce. 
In the North of England and4u Devonshire and 
other sowing couuties prospects are better. 
Qats cannot stand drought, and the season has 
been too dry for them iu most parts of England. 
As for other crops,we must be content with 
briefly stating that beans must be pronounced 
nearly a failure; peas very variable, and on the 
whole below the average; bay. an extremely 
— 4 crop, of good quality; potatoes remark- 
aMy bealthy; and root crops backward and de- 
tective. 

From Scotland we have very discouraging re- 
ports. The cereals, with the exception of oats, 
are not nearly so promising as they are in En- 
gland; while the turnip crop, which is more im- 
portant than all others in Scotland, is one of the 
most backward and deficient ever known. The 
weather throughout the summer has been much 
less genial in Scotiand than in England. Late 
frosts cut off the early Swedish turnips, and ne- 
cossitated resowing. Then came the fly.“ and 
destroyed the second sowing, in many instances. 
After that it was too late for Swedes, and the 
less Valuable white or yellow turnip bad to be 
sown instead. Last year Scotch farmers were in 
a much better position than English farmers 
were; this season the converse is the case. We 
are very glad to sce that reports from Ireland 
are almost universally favorable. All crops 
look well generally. and there is every reason to 
expect a prolific and profitable harvest in that 
portion of the kingdotn. 

From most European countries, especially 
Russia, the reports of harvest prospects are un- 
usually good. Europe, with the exception of 
our own country, wili want no wheat from Amer- 
ica this yoar. This is fortunate, as it now seems 
to be setticd that the surplus in America will be 
a comparatively small une. It will be abundant 


of the past two years. We shail want less, and 
want we could get without 
America at all. Russia will 
position to take up pretty 


tinental countries, as well as from our colonies, 
we shall be able to obtain supplies. But, as al- 
ready remarked, America will have plenty for 
us, and as we shall be about the only customers 
Jor the American surplus, and there will be other 
competitors for our custom, we sball be able to 
got what we require on easy terms. 

For consumers nothing but fine weather dur- 
ing harvest is needed to give perfect assurance 
as to the year’s supplies; for farmers, unfortu- 
nately, we cannot say that the result of tne 
harvest will be satisfactory. The year may be 
A paying one, especially to growers ot wheat and 
bariey; but it cannot do verv much to 
make up for past losses. Hundreds of 
farmers who must have been ruined 
if the harvest of 1881 had been 
as bad as that of 1879, or even tnat of 1880, will be 
kept on their legs; but there will uot be much 
of a surplus protit fur paying off arrears of rent, 
or over-drafts at the banks. For those tenants 
who can still bold on, such a moderate resuit of 
the present harvest. may prove better in the 
long run than a more immediate:v remunerative 
one would be. A great all-round barvest might 
have kept up rents, which, at any rate on aruble 
land, must be reduced—not merely partly re- 
mitted—to suit the altered condiuons of grain- 
growing in this country. Nor would a very great 
wave of agricultural prosperity be needed to 
take the edge off the appetite for the reform of 
those legal and customary agricultural abuses 
which must be abolished before prosperity can 
be perinanently restored to British agriculture.

At the time 
of the aifray Heffner was arrested and admitted 
to bail, and was thereafter dismissed in the ab- 
sence of prosecution. lle was arrested imme- 
diately after Larsen’s death. It was claimed by 
some people who witnessed e trouble 
between the two men that Largtpn had been 
Struck with a heavy piece of board, 
and the injury—a fracture of the len 
inflicted in that way.

THE IRISH CAUSE. 


An interesting Interview with 


tWilliam J. Hynes. 


His Story of the Proceedings of the 
Late Convention. 


Everything Lovely, According te Him, 
for the Cause of Ireland. 


Although the Paimer-House Convention ad- 
journed Wednesday, and all the stranger dele- 
gates have gone home, the desire to know what 
was done at the five-days’ session is unabated, 
anda TRIBUNE reporter went forth yesterday 
morning seeking information. He met two of 
the three home members,—Frank Agnew and 
W.J. Hynes. The former was as apparently ig- 
norant as he was last week, but the latter was 
disposed to be communicative, and the reporter 
let him talk until be got tired. 

“Teli me what that body was? said the re- 
porter. 

It was composed,” said Mr. Hynes, of rep- 
resentatives sent by clubs known by various 
names throughoct the country,—some of them, 
perhaps, Clan-na-Gael; and of several gentie- 
men. not representating any societies, who were 
there by invitation.“ 

“What were the occupations of the dele- 
gates?” 

“There were some forty lawyers, six or eight 
doctors, a few clergymen,—lrotestant as well as 
Catholic: several merchants and manufactur- 
ers. and representatives of the working classes.“ 

Was there anybody present from abroad?” 

Men abroad were represented.“ 

„ What is the object in assembling?” 

The situation in Ireland being very delicate, 
the agitation and the evictions rendering it very 
sensitive, straining the endurance of the people. 
it was deemed advisable to cali *together men 
who believe in the right of Irelan 

TO ATTAIN HER INDEPENDENCE 

by revolution if the situation and opportunity 
justify the effort, but who do not believe in these 
erratic and irresponsible attempts at skirmish- 
ing as it is called. The object of the Con- 
vention, in general terms, was to propagate 
the idea of Irish Nationalism and to prevent the 
people from losing sightof it in view of the 
universal interest that is felt at the present 
time in the social! reform that is sought to be et- 
fected by the Land League, and with which 
nearly every delegate with whom I spoke is in 
full sympathy asa social reform, but not as a 
substitute for Lrish indopendeuce, they believ- 
ing that nothing can correct all the more sub- 
stantial grievances of the country except home 
government; and at the same time to restrain 
and prevent, if possible, the premature and un- 
wurrantable attempts at violence of erratic 
Irish patriots.” 

Was the Convention harmonious?” 

“The first two days there was considerable 
difference of opinion and diversity of views, and 
frequently heated debates, but aftera general 
interchange of views and full discussion, the 
body became exceptionally harmonious.

SLAVERY IN THE SANDWICH ISLANDS, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

OrTTrawa, III., Aug. 9.—I observe in THe Tan- 
UNE of the 4th inst. an editorial article, based on 
some statements in the San Francisco Chronicle. 
on slavery in the Hawaiian Islands. The state- 
ments are that, under the terms contract 
and ‘‘apprenticeship,”’ slavery exists, and the 
poor apprentice or slave, of whatever color he 
may happen to be, bas no means of escape and 
no remedy against crueity and oppression; that 
the victims of the system are emigrants brought 
to the islands by the Government from the 
South Sea Islands, Fayal, Sweden, and Norway 
to work the sugar plantations; that they are 
transferred to planters after the manner of 
chattels in consideration of payment of 
passage money, the hospital tax, and 
Other fees. which are subsequently deducted 
trom their wages; that they are presided 
over by overseers who have no other form of 
argument but the lash, and that they are treat- 
ed in the most inhuman manner, and are denied 
redress whatever may be their grievances. 

Such revolting charges as these against the 
Government and the people of those islands, if 
untrue, should not be allowed to be scattered 
broadcast among the people of this country 
witbout contradiction. 

That they are utterly destitute of truth I 
know from personal observation. I spent the 
winter of 178 traveling through those islands, 
Visiting the sugar plantations; studying their 
svstem of labor, their political institutions, and 
their judicial system, and the mode in which it 
is administered; and if I have the capacity to 
understand these, I think I can speak advisedly 
in the matter 

At the time of which I speak about one-half 
of the laborers on the plantations, were Kanakas 
or natives, and the other haif foreigners, mostly 
Chinamen, though there were atew from the 
South sea Islands. I met with no white laborers 
ou the plantations, though I beard of two or 
three sailors who had deserted their ships and 
entered into contracts for such labor. 

The rst contracts for labor ever known in 
those islands were contracts for service on ships 
us suilors, or, as they are called. shipping arti- 
cles. In these contracts every one knows, who 
knows anything about it, that the courts enforce 
a specific performance of the contract, and the 
employer is not compelled to resort to an action 
for a breach of contract when a sailor de- 
sorts his sbip. ‘This is the universal law 
of all maritime nations, and is enforced in Chi- 
cago as strictly as in New York, in Liverpool, or 
in Honolulu. In this class of contracts an ad- 
vance is usually made to the employés. When 
the Hawaiian Government was orgauized, and 
laws were passed for the government of the 
people, a law was enacted authorizing maritime 
coutracts for service on land, prescribing the 
manner in which they shall be entered into and 
how they shall be enforced. Officers are ap- 
pointed in all of the islands before whom these 
contracts must be entered into. When at Hilo, 
I wus almost daily iu the office of Mr. Severence, 
Sheriff of the island, before whom the contracts 
were entered into, where [had a good opportu- 
nity of studying that law and its mode of execu- 
tion. Every day more or less of these contracts 
were entered into. As the law required, he fully 
explained to the laborer the nature 
ot the contract, and that he would be com- 
pelled to perform the stipulated service, unless 
the planter violated his part of the contract by 
maltreatment, not supplying the rations stipu- 
lated, or neglecting to pay his wages, and that if 
he had any cause of complaint he could come to 
the District Judge and make bis complaint, who 
would right bis wrong. If, after being told 
that he could now enter into the contract or not 
as he please, be still wished to do so, be signed 
the contract... The Sherfff then counted the au- 
vance money, which was generally $80 on a 
three years’ contract, and paid it to him. 

I frequently attended the District Court there, 
presided over by Judge Rufus Lyman, 
when complaints were being heard both 
against the laborers and the plaut- 
ers. If against the former. the con- 
tract was shown, and that the man refused to 
work, but bad run off. The Judge then asked 
for his reasous for doing so. If ne showed that 
be had been struck by the foreman forany cause 
except to repel his actual vivience, where he 
would have been justified in using the same 
force on a stranger, or it he showed any other 
reasonable excuse, the Court annulied the con- 
tract and discharged him; but if he had no ex- 
cuse he was sent to jail tillhe was ready to go 
on and fulfUl bis contract. Eitner party could 
take an appeal, first to the Circuit Court, and then 
to the Supreme Court. It seemed to me that 
both the law and the Court were tender of the 
rights of the laborer.who is less able to take care 
of his rights than the planter. And yet,in the 
face of these facts, it is suid, ** They are treated 
in the most inhuman maaoner, and denied redress 
whatcver may be their grievances! ”’ 

Their judicial system is an excellent one, and 
their judicial officers stand high for their 
learning and ability, and I have never heard a 
whisper against the integrity of one of them. 
They will compare favorably with those of any 
other Christian country, with very few excep- 
tions, and in the lower courts the Jadges are 
all white men, thoroughly educated iu this 
country or in England. Aithouga they are con- 
stautly sitting in judgment in controversies be- 
tween their own citizens and those of other na- 
tions, | never heurd of a word of complaint 
against their impartiality or their learning. 

All of these plantation hands are voters, no 


matter what their color or nationality, after a 


very brief residence, and they by this 
time must constitute a majority of the 
voters of the Kingdom, and that wonid seem to 
be a sure guarantee against oppression and in- 
justice. In this, in my judgment, consists the 
greatest danger to the integrity of that Gov- 
ernment. Ina very short time, if the immigra- 
tion from China continues at the same rate as 
at/prerent, a majority of the voters will be 
Chinamen. Some of these are wealthy, well 
educated, and us shrewd as many of any other 
nationality. They are, in fact, bosses among 
their own people, and when the proper time shall 
come can elect a majority of the Legislature 
and take the Government into their own hands. 
if the natives and whites, while they have the 
power, do not Change the suffrage laws, 1 shail 
expect at any day to hear of a revolution there 
which will change the substance, if not the 
form, ofsthat Government. The desire to ob- 
tain laborers for the sugar plantations seems to 
bave blinded the eyes of that people to what [ 
believetp be a great danger. 

The idea that the King is seeking a purchaser 
for his Kingdom is so ridiculous that no person 
having aun knowledge on the subject bas ever 


. deemed it worth a denial, and yet I have seen 


several notices of such a fact which imply that 
the statement was reaily true. The statement 
that Victoria is seeking a purchaser would be 
scarcely more ridiculous. 

I should have mentioned before that the labor 
demanded of the laborers on those sugar plan- 
tatious is very light. 1 have watched them at

The shop 
was opened and carried on jointly until Au- 
bee: 1870 when Decker took sole cc 
iiméelf, and ran it until December follow 
when it was closed up by him. Since then V 
A. Dwight has been carrying on the business 
under Decker's license, using Hill's patents, and 
employing tifty or sixty men at a large vrofit. 
Compiainant alleges that Decker never contrib- 
uted more than $5,000, including the money used 
in the purchase of the machinery, that he has re- 
fused to 222 any fair accounting, and has ille- 
gaily had the use of the patents, which are ver 
valuable, when they were only placed in his 
hands as collateral security for his advances. 
He therefore asks that Decker may be com- 
pelled to shuw how much he bas made from the 
use of the patent rights, and may be decreed to 
surrender the patents on receipt of the amount 
for which they were | pledged as security.

COERCIVE TE MPERANCE. 


The Liquor Suits in Evanston and 
Lake View. 

Harry Ruebens, the attorney of the Saloon- 
keepers’ Association, had an extended interview 
with State’s-Attorney Mills yesterday, and was 
trying to dissuade him to dismiss the Lake View- 
Evanston liquor cases, which are rapidly mulilti- 
plyiug, and to which attention has been hereto- 
fore called. The cases have all grown out of 
the prosecuuon of saioonkeepers in Lake View 
who have been selling their wares by virtue of a 
vote of the people m the several districts, to 
whom the question was sometime since sub- 
mitted. Where the people voted to license the 
sale of liquors saloons have been running, and 
the town authorities have been prosecu- 
ting them on the ground that they (the autbori- 
ties) alone had the right to grant such privi- 
leges. After several prosecutions bad been gone 
through with, however, with varying results, 
the saloonkeepers applied to Judge McAllister 
to enjoin the authorities from interfering with 
them until such time as the question as to 
whether the ordinance under which they were 
selling was valid or not bad been settied. The 
— ate rg was promptly granted, and a case 
looking to testing the vexed matter was at once 
laid before Judge Tuley, where it is 
now hanging. This, it was thought, would 
end the prosecutions for the time being, 
but Mr. Ruebens says it has not, and that they 
are now more numerous than ever; that suits 
are being commenced against his clients in 
Evanston day and night for selling in Lake 
View; that they are being aunoyed beyond 
measure, owing to an apparent combination 
made against them by the Justices there; and 
this is what be was seeking to do away with. In 
nearly every case of late the parties are bound 
over to the Criminal Court, and what be wants 
of Mr. Mills is that such cases be dismissed until 
such time as Judge Tufey passes upon the law 
question before him; or, instead, that the cases 
be brought to the Grand Jury direct to avoid 
the annoyance and expense of having to go to 
Evanston every day ortwo.

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5 THE WATER FAMINE. 


The Town of Lake People Still 
Suffering for Lack of the 
Crystal Fluid. 


The Makeshifts to Which They Are 
Compelled to Resort—The 
Sprinkling-Carts. 


Reasons for the Famine—Gratifying Progress 
with the New Pamping-Works—The 
Future Supply. 


The unprecedented scarcity of water at the 
Stock-Yards continues with unabated severity, 
and, what is worse, there is no immediate 
prospect of a change for the better. A TRIBUNE 
reporter, who made a tour of inspection of that 
portion of the city yesterday, found the same 
unfortunate condition of affairs as obtained a 
week ago. The reporter's first impression when 
he reached the Stock- Yards was that relief had 
somehow been afforded, as a street-sprinkler 
was busily engaged in moistening the dusty 
streets; but inquiry of numerous citizens estab- 
lished the fact that the water famine was 
by no means a thing of the past, and was still 
carrying discomfort and inconvenience to thou- 
sands of people. Although an occasional fire- 
plug could be. found that would give forth a 
weakly but refreshing stream, the pressure was 
too feeble to carry the water even into the first 
stories of houses, and the people were limited 
to what they could catch during the night. In 
many places no water would run at all, and in 


this portion of the community the Town Board 
was endeavoring to reduce the distress toa 
minimum by furnishing families with water 
enotigh to carry them through the day’s require- 
ments. It was 
A CURIOUS SIGHT 

to witness a sprinklmg-wagou making its round 
of visits after the manner of the milkmau's 
matin call. This, of course, was done without 
cost tothe consumers, as they bad puid their 
water-rate, and were entitled to a supply of the 
fluid for culinary and ablutionary purposes. 
People were disposed to make the bestof the 
situation, and to view it as an unavoidabie in- 
fliction, but there were many complaints that 
Hyde Park was getting the lion’s share, and that 
the drives and flower- beds of South Park ougut 
to be put on shorter allowance. The 
vast herds of live-stock that were 
buddied into the pens at the Stock- 
Yards looked disconsolate enough as they 
mouthed the watering-troughs, only to find an 


unsatisfying drink, for the water had been ez 


ed to the fierce rays of a dog-day sun until 
it almost steamed. The poor creatures bawied 
eng od as they turned away from the tanta- 
izing draught, but even this was eagerly swal- 
lowed by the new arrivals who were released 
from their imprisonment in the crowded cattle- 
cars. Ordinarily there is an abundance of water 
flowing from the artesian wells, but the con- 
sumption has been so great that

Should this subterranean supply dwindle to 
any considerable extent, the situation at the 
Stock- Yards would indeed become a grave one, 
and prove a severe blow to that mighty in- 
dustrial community, especially when it is in con- 
unction with a virtual failure of the Water- 
orks to meet its requirements. 

At the office of the Drovers’ Journal the ques- 
don was asked whether they were still buving 
water to keep their engine going, and how much 
it cost. 

* We are buying a wagon-load of water every 
day, but as to the cost we don’t know,—in fact, 
we are almost afraid to ask for the bill.“

“Why is there so much delay in the work of 
increasing the facilities? 

“ There is no ae The work is being pushed 
as rapidly as possible The only trouble is that 
it ought to have been commenced long ago, and 
pot on the eve of a water-famine like this.“ 

“Is it true that the Town Trustees are allow- 
ing the work to suffer by reason of their absent- 
ing theinselves from the city during the heated 


term, and at atime when a large population is 


suffering for water? 

No, sir. Their absence doesn'tstop the work 
in the least. I .goes right along every day, and 
Col. Foster, the Engineer of the Water Depart- 
ment, has been as busy asa beaver for three 
months pushing things towards completion.“ 

THE NEW WORKS. 

„% What changes are you making in the water 
supply?” 

Won. in the first place, we have contracted 
for a new engine. which will have a pumping ca- 
pacity of 8.00 , % gallons per day 

How long befvure you will — e it going? 

“The contractor is already at work, and we 
expect the pump will do its first hoisting early 
in November. One trouble has been that the 
pipe leading from the crib to the works is too 
small. It is only sixteen inches, and our present 
pumping apparatus can more than fill that; so 
we are putting ina tbirty-inch suction-pi re from 
the crib to the pumping-works. fe are 
also going to run a new tunnel out under 
the lake to a point 1,700 feet from shore, and in 
a short time will have a water supply that ought 
to be abundantly .ample for twenty years to 
come. 

At this stage of the conversation Col. Foster. 
Superintendent of Water- Works. came into the 
office, and was duly tackled by the reporter. 

* It looks now. said the Colonel, as if there 
wouldn't be any more fooling about inereasing 
the water supply. We have already lost an im- 
portant manufacturing estabisbment by our 
short-sighted policy. They were a big concern, 
and wanted 000,000 
a day, but we couldn't supply them, 
and they had to locate elsewhere. 
Heretofore, whenever the Trustees would make 
a move towards larger works, somebody would 
spring an injunction on them to restrain them 
from squandering the public funds. Now the 
community has

that increased water facilities are imperative, 
and there can bardly be any more haggling on 
the score of increasing the taxes.’ 

* How is the work progressing?’ 

“The new pumping-works are being put in at 
a cost of $44,000. lu technical language, their 
guaranteed duty is to raise 80,000,000 pounds 
of water a foot high witb 100 

unds of coal. I have made the study of this 

ind of works a specialty, and think I knowa 
engine when I see it, and that this is one.”’ 

“What is the relative pumping capacity of 
the vid works and the new 

“The present works have a capacity of five 
2 galionsa day, while the maximum 
of the new will be thirteen million gallons. The 
thirty-inch supply-pipe will carry three and 
one-half times as much water as the present 
sixteen-inch one. The thirty-inch pipe, from 
the iake to the works, is completed, and the 
valve is being put in to-day.’ 

*Haw soon will you get started on an in- 
creased supply?” 

“ By the Ist of October we shall 2 4,000,000 
galions a day more than at present. 

“How much greater is che consumption of 
water this year than last? 

“My recoliection of the figures is that during 
July this yearj there were pumped 157,000,000 
gallons, and something like 110,000,000 gallons 
during the same month last year.’ 

It is scarcely necessary to add that if there is 
one thing which the Town of Lake people de- 
sire any more than another it is the early com- 


pletion of these new works and an opportunity 
to get what water they necd.

Cereals Weak aud a Drop in Provis- 
ious—Cincinnati’s Feeble but Ami- 
tious Chirp—The Price of Those July 
Oats—Curbstone Gossip. 

“The wheat market is weak to-day,” said a 
broker yesterday, with considerable business 
in the September future. The August deal 
seems to be rather quiet. A few shorts are sct- 
tling, but generally they seem disposed to wait 
a while for digger receipts. 1 think 
there are about 10,000,000 bushels out 
yet, mostly in small lots. The _ clique, 
most people think, is working out of the deal 
quietiy. They would hardly undertake to run it 
into the forward months, with the whole crop at 
their elbows. They bid up the long futures oc- 
casionally tosustain the market. The big Chi- 
cago fag has parted company with the heavy 
longs, and continues to seil freely. The leading 
item is the teicgram from Milwaukee that the 
Minneapolis miliers have met and decided to ship 
their wheat to Chicago instead of grinding it 
into flour. They say it amounts to 200,000 or :300,- 
000 bushdls. Winona has sent some down already, 
and report has it that Winnipeg wants to test 
the Chicago market.“

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HERESY HUNTING. 


Full Text of the Charges and 
Specifications Against the 
Rev. H. W. Thomas. 


Denying the Doctrines of Inspiration 
and the Atonement, as Taught 
by the Church,

.readers the fulltext of the charges and speci- 
fications which the alleged heretic will be called 
upon to answer, probably some time next 
mouth. A careful comparison of this important 
document with the abstract previously referred 
to establishes the remarkable accuracy of THE 
TRIBUNE'S synopsis of the Committee's indict- 
ment against their alleged heretical brotner 
published some few weeks ago. The main, 
indeed the only, difference between the two is 
one of detail. The departures from the estab- 
lished doctrines of the Methodist Church, with 
which Dr. Thomas is charged, consist, as was 
stated in THe TRIBUNE at the time men- 
tioned, of his denial of the doctrines 
of inspiration and the atonement, as taught by 
the Church, and his promulgation of the doc- 
trine of probation after death for those who die 
in sin.

In denying the Doctrine of Atonement, as held 
by the Methodist Episcopal Church, and em- 
bodied in the second and twentieth of ber Arti- 
cles of Religion, as set forth in the Discipline.

CIVIL- SERVICE REFORM. 


Meeting of the National Association at 
Newport, R. 1.—Resolutions Adopted. 

New York, Aug. 1L.—The Civil-Service Re- 
form Association of the United States met this 
afternoon, George William Curtis, of New York, 
Chairman. Upon taking the chair Mr. Curtis 
said this was the first Nauonal Conference ever 
called on the subject of Civil-Service reform. 
Civil-Service Keform associations have existed 
as local organizations, and it had been thought 
best to cail this Conference for the purpose of 
interchanging thoughts and ideas from different 
parts of the country on the subject. 

The following resoiutions, which will give the 
subject discussed, were presented and passed in 
the order named. 

G. W. Curtis introduced this resolution: 

Resolved, That the bili introduced into the 
Senate by Mr. Pendleton, of Ohio, provides a 
constitutional practice and effective measures 
for a remedy of the abuses of the spoils system, 
und that the associations represented in the 
Conference will use every honorable means, in 
press, on platform, and by petition, to secure its 
passage by Congress. 

By Dorman B. Eaton: 

Resolved, That we regard it as an important 
part of the system of competitive cxamination 
that there should be local examination at various 
points, convenient for those who might wisd to 
be examined for different States, the local 
boards by which they may be conducted to be 
under the supervision of the National Civil-Serv- 
ice Keform League. 

By Carl Schurz: 

Itesolved, That the several Civil-Service Re- 
form Associations bere represented be iu a Na- 
tional organization under the name of the Civil- 
Service Retorm League, for the purpose of 
serving as the centre of correspondence, 
and facilitating such action as circum- 
stances may demand; that the Executive 
Committee of the Civil-Service Ketorm 
Association of New York is hereby authorized 
to act us u provisional Central Committee ot 
said League, and that the several Civil-Service 
reform associations be requested to designate 
one person cach to bea member of said pro- 
visional Central Committee. 

Also by Cari Schurz: 

Resolved, That we consider the organization of

Willis, of Kentucky, at the last session of Con- 
gress, provides practicable and judicious mas- 
ures for the remedy of the abuse koown as 
political assessment, and that the associations 
represented in this Conference will use every

Mr. Schurz offered the following as a substi- 
tute for the resolution offered by F. W. Whitt- 
ridge, of New York. 

Resolved, That we are uncompromisingly op- 
posed to arbitrary removais from office, as weil, 
as all interference by members of Congress 
with the exercise of the appointing power. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Curtis for 
the fair and impartial maaner in which he had 
presided over the session.

THE LABOR QUESTION. 


KNIGHTS OF THE BENCH AND SAW- 
BUCK. 

The Brotherhood of Carpenters and Jeiners of 
America beld the final session of their Conven- 
tion yesterday afternoon at No. 192 Washington 
street. The morning’s sitting was occupied with 
a tinal settlement upon the revised Constitution, 
the preamble and general tenor of which has 
been already published. Considerabie debate 
was occasioned by several unimportant clauses 
in the Constitution in regard to local representa- 
tion inthe annual couvention. After the noon 
recess the assembly made an animated attempt 
to finish their werk before the shades of night 
should fall. The Committee on Resolutions 
presented the following unique communication, 
which was adopted: 

Resolved, That we indorse the call of the Terre 
Haute Labor Convention for a universal Labor 
Congreas at Pittsburg, Pu., Nov. 15, 1881. to form 
a continental tederauon of trades-unions; and 
that we elect one delegate to represent our 
Brotherhood in that convention, and that we call 
upon the local unions to send delegates. We 
recommend that each local union shall set apart 
one meeting in the month for the free discus- 
sion of labor questions; and also that a full 
record be kept in the bureaus of responsible and 
unreliable bosses. 1 

WAEnRAS, Under the existent social system 
labor is being bought and sold in the market by 
the lowest bidder, ana this, combining with the 
pressing life necessities of the laLorer, has re- 
duced the standard of honest labor below that 
of sla very as it existed under the protection of 
the law. making it also impossible for the work- 
ingman to support those dear to him in times of 
storms and stress; and 

WHEREAS, This state of affairs has caused a 
deep and settled discontentment, that in the 
— has developed serious breaches of the pub- 
ic peace and threatened the National Govern- 
ment; 

Heco ved, Our duty as law-abiding citizens re- 
quires us to use all peaceful and lawful means 
to guin the privileges granted us in the Cousti- 
tution of our country. The best interests of 
our trade demand: 

First—Shorter hours of labor, in order that 
labor-saving machinery may not be 80 ex- 
tensively employed iu reducing the compensa- 
tion due to skilled labor. 

Second—That no distinction should be made 
between work in winter and summer, to the loss 
of wages in the tormer season, as the physical 
danger agtending manual toil is greatly in- 
creased during the winter months. 

Third—Thbat we abandon affiliation with either 
of the political parties, and pledge ourselves to 
support for public office only such men who we 
2 assured will best represent the laboring 
classes. 

Fourth—We demand of our lawmakers such 
enactments as will build up our American com- 
merce; that they eliminate from our statute- 
books those special and oligarchical laws that 
bow give to monopolies the power of oppressing 
at will the weak and defenseless. Also, we rec- 
ommend the establishment of labor bureaus in 
the different cities throughout the country, to 
facilitate the employment of local and 
traveling brethren. 

And lastly, brothers, we will not use any piece 
ot work, manufactured in a reformatory in- 
Stitution or in any city or town in which cheap 
labor is used. Sub-contract and piece-work, 
which is now being forced upon the 
trade, is extremciy danyerous to every 
interest of thé profession; and, further, 
let us determine to use every means in 
our power to stamp out tue further increase of 
this growing evil. And further, in considera- 
tion of the fact that organized labor is being 
furnished by European countries, we recom- 
mend the appointment of a standing Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, whose duty sbull be to open 
a correspoudence, with the view of effecting a 
confederanon of all organized bodies of the 
building trade; alsoa commitcee of five from 
each district bere represented, with power to 
carry out the views expressed in the foregoing, 
and to organize Unious where none now exist. 

Au election for permanent officers resulted as 
follows: President, G. Edmondson, Washing- 
ton, D. C.; Vice- Presidents, John Ritter of New 
York, W. D. Black of Chicago, A. W. Oberbeck 
of St. Louis; Secretary, P. J. McGuire, St. Louis. 

J. D. Allen, of Philadelphia, was elected rep- 
resentative of the Brotherhood at the Pittsburg 
Federation in November. From a ticket on 
which all the large cities in the United States 
were named Philadeiphia, Pa., was chosen as the 
p.ace of assembly for the Convention in 1882. A 
unanimous vote of thanks was extended to the 
Chicago press, Mr. Storey’s alleged newspaper 
alone excepted, for a taithful and upprejudiced 
record of their prooceedings. The Convention 
then adjourned sine die.

BRICKMAKERS STRIKING. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago iribun. 
CINCINNATI, O., Aug. 11.—About 200 brickmak- 
ers, who comprise the greater portion of those 
employed in the city, have struck for an advance 
in their wages of 50 cents per day. At present 


the molders receive $2.50 per day, mudwbeelers 


$2, bricksetters $2.25, and pitfillers $2. Nearly 
all the firms, when the demand was made, of- 
fered an advance of 25 cents per dav, 
but only in four instances was it accepted by the 
men. One firm only acceded the full demand. 
This delay in business will be felt seri- 
ously by the employés, as there 16 a 
greater demand for brick at this particular time 
of year than at auy other. The proprietors are, 
therefore, very auxious for their men to return 
to work, but they bave refused to accede to the 
demands, saying that their profits do not justify 
them in domg so. The men declare their inten- 
tion of holding out until their demands are fully 
complied with. This industry is an important 
ove in Cincinnati, there being no less than thirty- 
nine brick-yards in the city, the most of which 
are located in the. bottoms ef Mill Creek and 
vicinity. The cash capital invested in these 
institutions is $215,000, and the value of real 
estate occupied by them is $200,000. The value 
—— products per year amounts to about 833, -

BAKERS AND BREWERS.

CINCINNATI, O., Aug. 11.—There have been 

strong indications that there would be a general 
strike among the bakers, but the unsuccessful 
attempt made by the employés of one firm has 
dampened the ardor of the other members of 
the trade. These men struck tor an advance 
from $9 to $10 per week, but their places were 
tilled to-day, and they were thrown out entirely. 
The greater portion or the brewers are still 
lying idle, and there seems to be no prospect of 
a concession by either the employers or the em- 
ployés. Several of the other trades made liberal 
donations of money tothestrikers to-day, which 
will ease them for the present and postpone the 
adjustment of the difficuities. ‘There bas been 
no developments in the iron- workers’ strike. 


LAFAYETTE CRISPINS.

The men asked an advance of 50 cents per case 
on boots, which the firms finally consented to 
pay. The Crispins then desired the employers 
to guarantee the price of $4 per case for the sca- 
son, which they refused to do. On this the men 
went out. They go back at the advanced price, 
but have no guarantee as to the length of time 
it will be kept up.

RANDOLPH VIADUCT. — 


A Notable Bridge Over the Rail- 
way Tracks at Central 
Depot, 


Built by the Illinois Central Railroad 
at a Cost of $80,000. 


The opening up to public traffic of a fine new 
thorougbfare one-third of a mile in length, in 
one of the busiest sections of the business cen- 
tre, is a matter of something more than passing 
interest to Chicagoans. On or about Sept. 1 such 
an extension will be made, and Randolph street 
will be opened through to the Lake- Front from 
its present terminus at Michigan avenue, The 
new street is further noticeable in that it is car - 
ried through the air at a hight of twenty feet 
above the regular level, and is supported 
throughout by iron pillars and beams. It forms, 
in fact, the longest viaduct, extending entirely 
over land. in the United States, and few people 
have any conception of the amount of labor and 
invested capital which have been put into this 
important and desirable improvement. 

For years past the necessity of a safe and con- 
venient approach to the lumber-yards and 
dock property in the vicinity of the Lilinois 
Central Slip and the large elevators there has 
continued to make itself more and more mani- 
fest. Teams traveling in that direcuon were 


required to cross forty or fifty tracks and to 
wind in and out among moving 
and stationary freight-trains,—a work 
always of difficulty and often of danger. 
The evil grew from year to year, and 
finally reacbed such a point that the manage- 
ment of the Illinois Central Railroad determined 
to take itin band. This they have successfully 
done, single-handed and alone, and at a cost of 
fully $80,000 have constructed what will be, 
when fully completed, a magnificent piece of 
were and an immense accomm to the 
public. 


THE NEW VIADUCT 


with its approaches is 1,724 feet in length, and 
extends from the east line of Michigan avenue 
to the dockage on the lake front.

Its walis are of Lemont stone, 
with pillars of Bedford stone, and it 2 an 
appearance of grace as weil as of solidity. The 
roadbed is of cement, covered with asphalt. and 
the structure will be ornamented with hand- 
some lamps. The eastern approach, while of 
equally solid construction, is not so highly orna- 
mented. It is built of stone from Knight's 
quarries, near Kankakee, and is entirely in 
keeping with the general tone of the work. 

The viaduct proper is entirely of iron, all the 
material being manufactured at the N 
Bridge Works at Buffalo, N. Y. 
sists of twenty-one long and 
short spans, vine ogy from twenty-five 
to eighty feet each. 6 variation in the 
length of the spans was made necessary by the 
peculiar manner in which the tracks are 
grouped, some running north and south, and 
others diagonally and at various angles. The 
roads centering in this immense yard are the 
Illinois Central, Michigan Central, and Balti- 
more hio, and if any one will take the 
trouble to walk up on the viaduct and look 
around he will get some idea of the vast extent 
of territory covered by their several tracks and 
switches, and will realize that the railroad busi- 
ness done en the Lake-Front is no trifling mat- 


ter. 
The viaduct is supported by iron piers set in 
solid masonry, which rests on piles driven far 
below the water-line. To avoid any possible 
dunger from storms and wind, sway-braces are 
used, and all the posts 
WILL BE SECURELY ANCHORED. 


The floor-beams are massive, and are se- 
curely fastened by cross-ties and bolts. The 
upper part of the structure is of what is known 
as the Warren girder pattern, and all the work 
is riveted. Some twenty-five miles of the ele- 
vated railroad track in New York City is con- 
structed on this pattern, which has been much 
used in railroad work, especialiy in the East, 
and has been extensively tried by the Illinois 
Central Kailroad with uniform good results. 

The roadway is twenty-one feet efght inches 
wide between the centres of the trusses, which 
will give a clear passage-way twenty feet wide 
for teams. It will have a double floorlag of pine 
boards four inches thick; the lower floor being 
laid square, and the upper one crossing it at an 
angle of forty-five degrees. A sidewalk about 
six teet wide will extend along the soutb side of 
the viadueyits entire length. This will be car- 
ried on pfojecting beams and protected by a 
stout iron railing. A gas-lamp will be placed on 
each alternate pier, so there is no doubt that 
during the heated term in future years the via- 
duct will be crowded by thousands enjoying the 
cooling breezes from Lake Michigan. 

The viaduct will be of easy approach, the 
grades at either end being about if an inch 
to the foot. It is calculated to sustain a rolling 
load of 2,500 pounds to the lineal foot, and no 
such strain can possibly be broughtto bear — 
it, even when crowded with heavy teams. Ev- 
ery piece of iron entering into its construction 
has been carefully examined, and the whole 
erection will be subjected to the severest tests 
before it is thrown open for trav- 
el. The viaduct will be a pub- 
lic thoroughfare, although the entire 
costof its construction and maintenance falls 
upon the Illinois Central Railroad. Mr. A. G. 
French, Superintendent of Bridges of that road, 
bas had full charge of the construction of the 
viaduct, and is to be congratulated upon the 
solidity and fine appearance of the work. The 
iron-work is all in place and more than half the 
flooring, and it is confidently believed that by 
Sept. 1 the viaduct will be opened for trafiic.

Industry traced her to Canada, and through 
letters located her in Montreal. This, 
however, was but the commencement 
of the work, for, after locat: her, be had no 
authority to arrest her, nor het to bring her 
here. To locate her was one thing. and to find 
her guite another. Hereached Montreal Sun- 
day morning a perfect stranger, but inside of 
two days he traced her out, boldly laid hands 
upon her, and without any assistance whatever, 
Other than came from friends he made in his 
search, landed her iu the city yesterday morn- 
ing. Her eapture and return is very,important, 
especially as it would have been next to impos- 
sibie to have convicted Tobin without her testi- 
mony. Sbe saw the killing, and, it will 
be remembered, told her story be- 
fore | Coroner's jury at the time, 
which went to make the crime one of the most 
outrageous and unprovoked ever committed, 
and she still adberes to it. She was present at 
the meeting of the child and father on the fatal 
night, saw bim choke her, throw ber down, jump 
on ber with bis knees, bent her with his fists, 
and subsequently lifted her up and saw her ex- 
pire iu afew moments. She repeats her story 
told months ago in an intelligent and straight- 
forward manner, and with very little corrobo- 
rating testimony it would seem that Tobin's 
neck ought to be in danger, especially since she 
confirms all that has been charged about her 
leaving the city. She will be kept in charge 
until the trial, which will be had at the earliest 
possible day.

THE PROPELLER ASIA. 

The propeller Asia, says the Detroit Free 
Press, arrived at Detroit lust Tuesday in a rather 
demoralized condition. She came all the way 
froin the Sault by her own power, excepting the 
distance from Point Au Barques to Sand Beach. 
where she was assisted by the tug Mocking 
Bird. She will at once proceed to unload what 
remains of her cargo of wheat and go into the 
dry-dock for repairs. The hole in ber bow, 
which is boarded up and covered with canvas, 
is about ten feet from her stem, and did not 
damage the part of the hold containing the 
cargo. Had the bulkhead, which divides thea 
forecastie from the hold, been water-tight, itis 
doubtful whether the prupeiler would have 
filled and sunk as she did. The pilot-bouse and 
forward part of the cabin were damaged some- 
what by the headgear of the schvoner. ‘The 
cabin at the stern for about ten feet and a strip 
about tive feet wide and twenty-five feet long 
on the port side, together with ail the stern 
stanchions and rail, were carried away witha 
raft which collided with ber while she was 
aground. This, together with lying covered 
from stern to stern with slime, is about all the 
damage she has received. She will be docked 
in a few days, when the cost of her repairs can 
be fully estimated.

THE SURVEY OF THE SUNKEN BARGE SCOTT. 

Milwaukee Sentinel; “The survey of the 
‘sunken barge Thomas A. Scott was continued 

yesterday. The United States engineers who 
have charge on the work, with part of the Life 
Suving Crew and Peter Crowley, the diver, went 
out to the Scott in the moraing and remained 
until late in the aiternoon. Some little 
time was spent iu getting everything 
ready for the diver. Two buoys, one 
over the stern and the other over the bow, were 
piaced in position s0 as to mark her exact loca- 
tiop. Crowley deseended to her deck several 
times. He says she is badly used up forward, 
the corn having swelied and broken her up con- 
siderably. Soundings were taken by tho engi- 
neers. The greatest depth of water over her 
decks wus thirty feet. The water over her 
tatfrail was found to be twenty-three feet. 
Her exact position and the result of the survey 
will be immediately forwarded to the War De- 
partment at Washington. 

SUNK GENERATIONS AGO. 

“The new discovery in the bed of the St. 
Charies River,“ says a Quebec dispatch, “is that 
of tbe remains of an old French vessel of about 
100 tons, whichmust have been sunken genera- 
tions ago., when the whole of the St. Charles River 
Was a Davigabie stream into the foot of the cliff 
at the present site of St. Valiere street. The 
vessel was discovered buried in the sand in the 
bed of the river, some tweive feet below low- 
water, her keel being evidently, as far as can at 
present be judged, twenty-five feet below low- 
water. Some ten feet of her hull has been dis- 
closed to view. Her timbers are of European 
oak, ten inches thick, foothooks twelve inches, 
and pianking three inches. She has been well 
bolted with iron and fastened with spikes. Her
